retary of State WUUant P. Ro- 
ger* predicts that newt peace 
talks with the North Vtotna- 
meat will resume In the near 
future, but that a final agree- 
ment on a Vietnam «ast-flre 
probably is "several weeks" 
away. 
The North VieUTOiese chief 


negotiator, Xuan Thuy, said, 
meanwhile, that the Commu- 
nists would agree to another 
"final" meeting if conditions 
are right. "The question is se- 
riousneas" on the part of the 
United States, he addedr* 


While indications mounted 


that negotiations would soon be 
resumed, Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird acknowledged 
that the United Statea is speed- 
ing up deliveries of military 
equipment to South Vietnam. 


Laird said this would "en- 


hance negotiations." 


Rogers said Sunday that the 


United States has been in con- 
tact with the North Vietnamese 
through diplomatic channels, 
"and I have every reason to 
think that the negotiations in 
the private channels will re- 
aume in the near future." 


He was interviewed on ABC's 


"Meet the Press." 


Rogers repeated past state- 


ments of the administration 
that the basic agreement baa 
been reached. However, he said

Asked when final agreement 


u likely. Rogers arid: "I think 
it would be several weeks, 
Whether it runs into more than 
that I am not sure." He added 
he has "no doubt, though, about 
the outcome." 


The secretary of Sato also 


said he thinks it is unfair to 
consider South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thiau as 
the lone "villain" blocking the 
tentative agreement reached 
between the United Statea and 
the North Vietnamese in Paris 
Oct. I.

10:56 pjn. EST on CBS and fol- 


lowing the football game on 
ABC. 
Nixon and wife Pat will vote 


early Tuesday at nearby Con- 
cordia

School. 


Then, they will return to Wash- 
ington to await election returns 
at the White House. 


The windup was typical of 


Nixon's campaign, remarkably 
low-key for an incumbent presi- 
dent. He made few campaign 
trips and his last campaign ral- 
ly-he called it "probably the 
best"—was staged Friday night 
in a specially built itadium at 
Ontario, Calif., Internatiotal 
Airport before s huge crowd 
with flags flying, searchlights 
flashing in the sky, costumed 
bands blaring, and organised

peror" without regard for con- 
gressional powers.

speech from New York Sunday 
night, he said peace is not at 
hand, as claimed by the Nixon 
administration-"!! is not even 
in sight."

"one of our finest hours" and 
listed 10 goals, ranging from "a 
secure and prosperous Amer- 
ica" to "a great and good 
America," which he said could 
be achieved "no matter who 
wins in the next two days." 


Shriver, winding up an East 


Coast swing from New Hamp- 
shire to Baltimore, said the 
North Vietnamese now have 
confirmed the statement with 
which he started off the cam- 
paign-that Nixon "blew" a 
chance to end the war four 
years ago. 


Agnew's only scheduled Sun- 


day appearance was canceled 
when he, like McGovem, re- 
fused to cms picket ones by 
union technicians, for an ap- 
pearance on CBS* "Face the 
Nation." 


Two public-opinion pollsters 


said, 
meanwhile, 
that 


McOovern is closing some of 
the gap between himself and 
Nixon. 


Daniel Yankelovich predicted 


Nixon will win by what he 
called "a little landslide" which 
he defined as between 56 per 
cent and the II per cent 
achieved by former President 
Lyndon B. Johnson against 
Barry Goktwater in 1984. 


Louis Harris, declining to 


make a prediction of a land- 
slide In what he called a "year 
of volatility," said McGovem 
might have a chance if Nixon 
dropped his low-key campaign- 
ing "and went out stumping in 
a different style ... slashing 
out at McGovern personally." 
He agreed this is unlikely. 


The final pre-election Harris 


poll, released today, gave Nix- 
on 59 per cent, McGovern 35 
per cent, and 8 per cent un- 
decided. That was four points 


better than McGovern did in a 
late-October Harris Survey.

Supreme Court 
to review law 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court today agreed to 
review a New York law that 
provided $28 million a year in 
state 
funds 
for 
parochial 


schools until it was declared 
unconstitutional. 


The justices acted on appeals 


from the ruling by a three- 
judge panel in New York City 
last April. The case will be 
heard early next year and a fi- 
nal decision announced by the 
end of June 1973.

ler; Ewald B. Nyquist, the 
commissioner 
of education; 


Earl Brydges, majority leader 
of the state Senate; and three 
Roman Catholic and two Jew- 
ish parochial schools.

Act allocated direct payments 
to parochial and other private 
schools to reimburse them for 
administering 
examinations, 


maintaining attendance records 
and making other reports re- 
quired of the schools by the 
state.

pletely humiliated the Nashville Scrappers by a score of 
48 toO. 


Hie first quarter ended scoreless even after Nashville 


recovered a Bobcat fumble on the opening kickoff. They 
were unable to move and were stopped by a tough Bobcat 
defense on a fumble recovery on the Bobcat nine yd. line. 


Hope drew first blood on a 10 yd. run by David Johnson. 


Hie PAT by Paul Batar was good and Hope led 7-0. 


Then on a third and eight play, the cats were on the 


board again on a 31yd. touchdown play from Robie Bo yd 
to Buddy Ingram. Hope faked the kick and Boyd tossed to 
David Huddleston for the two points. 


On Hope's very nett series, the Cats rolled over the 


Scrapper defense once again as they went 27 yds. in 10 
plays after David Johnson ran back the punt 49 yards to 
the Nashville 27. Johnson scored the TD on a 19 yard hop. 
PAT was good and hope had a 22-0 lead. 


On the last play of the first half defensive lineman Paul 


Bazar picked up a Scrapper fumble and ran it in from the 
40. PAT was no good and Hope took a 28-0 margin into the 
locker room at the half. 


On the second half kickoff Melvin Weston ran it all the

Baylor is 2-1 with its only

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Sen. 


George S. McGovern made his 
last presidential campaign stop 
in the South here Saturday 
night and predicted "a great 
Democratic victory in the elec- 
tion." 


The South Dakota senator 


spoke to a cheering airport 
crowd estimated up to 6,000. He 
called on Americans to begin 
"a new quest in Tuesday's elec- 
tions" to revitalize the soul and 
moral foundation of this nation. 


"I believe that when the 


votes are counted, they will 
demonstrate once again that 
the American people will not be 
dictated to by public opinion 
polls," the senator said. 


Newsmen 
following 
the 


Democratic nominee described 
the Little Rock crowd as the 
most enthusiastic to greet the 
senator on a campaign day that 
began in Chicago and included 
stops in Texas before the Ar- 
kansas visit. 


The crowd roared repeatedly 


at his Jibes at the Nixon admin- 
istration. 


McGovern was about an hour 


late. He was scheduled to ar- 
rive at 6 p.m. 


While waiting, the crowd lis- 


tened to speeches from some of 


the state's leading Democratic 
figures, including Rep. David 
Pryor and Gov. Dale Bumpers. 


Sen. J. W. Fulbright in- 


troduced McGovern, and Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills also spoke, de- 
scribing McGovern as "honest, 
courageous...with a desire to 
get the American people back 
together again." 


One notable Democrat who 


was absent from the rally was 
Sen. John L. McClellan. 


At the outset of his speech, 


McGovern said that he hoped 
Mills would accept his offer to 
be secretary of the treasury in 
a McGovern administration.

Grit Stuart Jr., and Harold S. Eakley, both of Hope, 


Hetnpstead County co-chairmen of the Shippers' Com- 
mittee for Repeal of Train Crew Laws urged the citizens 
of Hempstead County today to vote for Act 1 on 
Tuesday's General Election. 


Stuart said that passage of Act 1 would not only repeal 


the 1907 Train Crew Laws, but would also help the 
economy of Hempstead County by cancelling the 
railroads' plans to add a special shipping charge to help 
pay for the unnecessary costs created by the Train Crew 
Laws.

Is 16-year-old 
humpbacked?

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 16 


years old and very physical- 
ly fit. About two years ago 
someone made a 
remark 


about 
me 
being 
"hump- 


backed." The idea was total- 
ly new to me. 1,'ater I was 
told by others also that I was 
humpbacked. I was also told 
to hold up my shoulders and 
I soon discovered that I was 
in fact humpbacked. The 
hump had developed I think 
from the shoulders slumping. 
It is situated a little below 
my shoulder blade. It isn't 
noticeable when I wear a 
shirt, but without a shirt the 
hump is fairly obvious. It 
seems like, since I am young, 
the problem could be cor- 
rected with the right treat- 
ment. Is there anything I can 
do to straighten my back? 


Dear Reader — It is diffi- 


cult to say how much can be 
done without knowing how 
much of a deformity you 
really have. Your letter sug- 
gests to me that it is not a 
very marked deformity, if it 
can't be noticed when your 
shirt is on. As important as 
it is to you, I doubt very 
much that it makes a differ- 
ence to anybody else. Some- 
times people fix their atten- 
tion on a minor defect of the 
body and exaggerate its im- 
portance. 


Practically no one has a 


completely normal, symmet- 
rical bod'y. You may 
be 


surprised to know tha,. al- 
most everybody has at least 
t little shortening of one leg. 
There is a tendency for one 
iiulf of the body to be slightly 
larger than the other half. 
Take a look at some of your 
i riends' photographs that are 
taken face on and cover up 
the right half with a sheet of 
paper and look at the left 
side of the body. Now re- 
verse the procedure and you 
will see that many people 
look entirely different on the 
right and left half of their 
body 


1 wish you would see an 


orthopedic specialist and let 
him luok at the amount of 


curvature you have and see 
if it is really something that 
you should concern yourself 
about or not. 


As far as your rounded 


shoulders are concerned, this 
suggests poor posture habits. 
You could do quite a bit for 
this by becoming more con- 
scious about holding your 
shoulders back. You could 
also take a series of exer- 
cises to strengthen the mus- 
cles between your shoulder 
blades. Since your letter sug- 
gests you are athletically in- 
clined this would be a good 
program for you. You can 
use pulley weights in a gym- 
nasium to weight your fans 
and then swing your arms 
backward or rotate them in 
a backward circle using the 
muscles between the shoul- 
der blades. 


Another exercise device is 


the tension or stretch springs 
that you can hold between 
your hands and stretch the 
springs out using the mus- 
cles between your shoulder 
blades. Most trapeze work, 
or any type of exercise like 
climbing ropes hand over 
hand are useful in develop- 
ing the shoulder 
muscles. 


You do nut need exercises 
that will develop the muscles 
over the front of the chest. 
They may already be too 
strong in comparison to your 
weaker muscles between the 
shoulder blades. 


I am sure your physical 


education teacher would be 
glad to help you with a set ot 
exercises that would help y<;u 
along this line. But in UK- 
meantime ask your family- 
doctor to direct you to an 
orthopedic specialist if you 
are really concerned about 
the possibility of a deformity 
in your back.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Hun- 


dreds of tense, tired Indian 
demonstrators prepared today 
for what they expected to be a 
battle with police to defend 
their illegal occupancy of the 
federal building they seized last 
Thursday. 


The government indicated it, 


too, anticipated a confrontation 
to end the unprecedented four- 
day takeover of a government 
bureau. 


The government said it would 


ask a court for permission to 
forcibly evict the Indians soon 
after 8 a.m., the deadline feder- 
al negotiators gave the Indians 
Sunday night for evacuating the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs build- 
tag. 


"We have now declared war 


on the United States of Amer- 
ica—seek your stations," said 
Vernon Bellencourt, director of 
the American Indian Movement 
which has dominated the dem- 
onstration. 


Another leader of the Trail of 


Broken Treaties caravan, Rus- 
seU Means, predicted any fight 
between police and the well- 
armed Indians might resemble 
the -massacre at Wounded 


Knee. 


The Indians took over the 


building last Thursday as they 
came to the capital to protest 
their treatment at the hands of 
government. 


In contrast to last Friday 


night and early Saturday, how- 
ever, when the Indians pre- 
pared to confront police with an 
emotional fervor that verged on 
jubilance, the mood early today 
was sober and brooding. 


While there was unanimity in 


voting to stay and fight rather 
than accept the government's 
last offer of housing at a near- 
by auditorium—this time with 
portable showers being added 
to the bargain—the Indians 
were hushed and stoic while 
Bellencourt explained the situ- 
ation. 


They shouted "no" to the of- 


fer but there was no weapon- 
waving or chanting, only a rush 
to start putting in place the 
barricades removed early last 
Saturday. 


Estimates of the number of 


Indians in the building ranged 
from 400 to 2,000.

Did they or didn't they? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark 
says that while in the Jus- 
tice Department he read an 
FBI file on Thomas F. Eagle- 
ton that included details of the 
Missouri senator's treatment 
for exhaustion and depression. 


The FBI denies it ever in- 


vestigated Eagleton. 


Eagleton was hospitalized in 


>1960, 1964 and UN. After de- 
tails of his illnesses became 
known last summer, Democrat- 
ic presidential nominee George 
McGovem dropped Eagleton as 
his vice-presidential running- 
mate. 


Clark said in a telephone in- 


terview that he learned from 
an FBI Hie of Bag total's medi- 
cal history in 1965. At the time, 
Clark said, he was deputy at- 


torney general and Eagleton 
was one of several men under 
consideration for appointment 
as an assistant attorney gener- 
al. 


As a result, he said, an FBI 


check was conducted and it un- 
earthed details of Eagteton's 
medical history. Eagleton was 
then lieutenant governor of 
Missouri. 


When an FBI spokesman was 


asked if such a file existed and 
if it had been distributed during 
the past year, he replied: "We 
have never conducted an inves- 
tigation of Sen. Eagleton/' 


Last month, the St. Louis 


Post-Dispatch reported that the 
McGovem campaign organ- 
ization was investigating re- 
ports that the Committee for 


the Re-Election of the Presi- 
dent had leaked the information 
about Eagteton's Illnesses after 
Eagleton was nominated in 
July. 


The Missouri senator said in 


an interview that he had no evi- 
dence that the leak came from 
Republican or governmental 
sources. 


Eagfeton said also that if he 


had been under consideration 
for a federal appointment in 
1965, he never knew about it 
and had no knowledge of any 
FBI investigation. 


Clark said that such back- 


ground checks routinely cross 
the desk of the deputy attorney 
general. He said that he did not 
feel Eagleton's medical history 
was serious enough to dis- 
qualify him for a Justice De- 


partment appointment. 


Clark said his recollection 


was that Eagleton was tntftr 
consideration for appointment 
as head of the department's 
criminal division, a post that 
eventually went to Fred VTnam

tant election, Americans feel 
that the nation is pulling it- 
self apart. 


Not only are we in danger 


of losing our position of 
world leader- 
ship but large 
segments of 
the 
popu- 


lation wonder 
whether

even to fight 
a c o m m o n 
enemy 
such 


as Russia or 
China, if that 
need ever 
arose. A l m o s t universally, 
our people believe that 
America can do anything it 
w a n t s to do—IF it really 
wants to do it. But most 
Americans fear we may not 
be able to preserve the basic 
strength of our nation for 
future generations. 


These conclusions grow out 


of a series of recently com- 
pleted studies by Behav- 
ior Science Corporation 
(BASICO) on the 1972 elec- 
tion—the candidates and the 
issues. The research ap- 
proach was many-sided, 
using traditional polling 
methods plus in-depth psy- 
chologies! techniques. 


Nearly 800 persons in 


large and small cities partici- 
pated in various portions of 
the research, -which in- 
cluded in-person interviews,

encounter-type discussion 
groups and the completion 
of psychologically based 
questionnaires. 


In the encounter-type dis- 


cussion groups, questions 
were asked to determine 
w h a t the participants be- 
lieved to be the most impor- 
tant problems that. America 
is facing. Nearly 65 per cent 
expressed concern about the 
future of America because 
of the divisive forces that 
are pulling the c o u n t r y 
apart. Beliefs about who or 
what these divisive forces 
are vary from voting group 
to voting group but there is 
near unanimity that they 
exist. 


A majority of Americans 


—the stable wage earners 
who have sometimes been 
called middle America—be- 
lieve that there are too many 
protest groups. They believe 
that our "permissive" so- 
ciety contains the seeds of its 
own destruction because we 
allow too many freedoms to 
too many people. They say 
that protesters are granted 
the right to riot and destroy 
property—acts which would 
land an individual citizen in 
jail if he acted on his own. 


Criminals seem to them to 
get greater protection under 
the Taw than crime's victims 
and the guilty are often al- 
lowed to go free on legal 
technicalities. Those who are 
against anything and every- 
thing command considerable 
attention in the press but 
those who are for something 
and seek to develop a better 
world get scant coverage, 
these people argue. 


All in all, the average 
voter feels that divisive 
forces are beginning to get 
the upper hand because they 
receive so much unwar- 
ranted support from the 
press, the courts, and liberal 
intellectuals. America has a 
great reservoir of strength 
and determination, but allot 
this will be to no avail if we 
continue our seemingly self- 
»destructive wayt. '-

Lies and sabotage 
key keynote campaign 


By BRUCE BIOSSAT 


A political reporter can only be deeply saddened by the 
mounting reports of widespread political sabotage in the 
1072 presidential campaign. 


The reporter who covers high-level politics usually 
does so for a number of reasons. The work is important 
because it concerns the struggle for the most powerful 
office in the world. In that struggle, too, there is great 
human interplay — often dramatic, frequently comic, 
sometimes tragic. 


Furthermore, the newsman who does this work con- 
sistently and devotedly finds quickly that, taken as a 
whole, the men in politics are enormously hard-working, 
genuinely devoted to good purpose, intensely interesting. 
They compare very favorably with the best in any field. 
They often far outdo some of the self-anointed purists 
in the academic world, who privately are battling like 
alley cats for advancement in their own realm. 


Yet it has to be dismaying if even half the reports of 
this year's sabotage are true. What bothers most is not 
just the shaking of trust, which is terrible enough, but 
the mean-spiritedness that seems to mark so many of 
the alleged sabotage incidents. 


In the nature of things, the prudent reporter has always 


assumed there is some lying and other misrepresentation 
in politics (as in many other endeavors). His discrim- 
inating task is to learn, if he can, when truth is being 
told and when it is not, rather than to say, too easily, 
all politicians lie." 
This time, however, the evident magnitude and scope 


of misrenresentation has gone beyond all bounds. Much 
that we hear, to be sure, is not evidence proved in a 
court of law. Still, the allegations come, for the most 
part, from diligent reporters who have carefully checked 
their sources and who are working for newspapers jealous 
of their reputations for integrity. 


If what they are digging out is true in any reasonable 
measure, then this campaign has been disrupted con- 
stantly by the passing of phony letters, the making of 
phony telephone calls, the distribution of false campaign 
schedules and much other information, the calculated 
harassment of voters to discredit candidates (by such 
things as middle-of-the-night calls). 


The generating source of most of this is said to be, of 


course, the high command operating from President 
Nixon's White House and places nearby. As yet these can 
generally be classed only as allegations, and we must 
let them stand as such. 


Nevertheless, even without ironclad, court-style proofs, 


the effect of these reports already is devastating. 


To say that these reported incidents subvert the free 


political process ought to be grave enough comment. Men 
battling for high office" are being victimized, »n 1972, by 
circumstances whose origins they cannot really know. 


But the damage can be far more sweeping than that. 


If such practices should become really common, they will 
not be kept to the political world alone. They will move 
this society toward very wide disruption and distortion 
of many kinds of human relationships. 


Who in such a world would want to trust the mails, or 


the voice on the telephone, or the man who comes saying 
he is one thing while in fact he is another? Some of this 
special, vicious kind of human corruption is being prac- 
ticed now in realms beyond politics. 


Society for all its ills, is founded on many kinds of 


trust in ordinary day to-day living To break these bonds 
would be crushing. 


we are in danger of being 
dominated by some foreign 


power because we have be- 
come so divided as a nation 
that we cannot unite to fight 
a common foe. 


Y o u n g people are less 
unanimous than their elders 
in their opinions about what 
is wrong with America. But 
they have a strong belief 
that the country needs to be 
unified for a common pur- 
pose and cause. They feel 
that people don't know each 
other—that we are a nation 
of strangers. Though only a 
small percentage of youth 
say they would join with 
their peers to riot and pro- 
test, many sympathize with 
the causes for which the 
students are protesting. 
They hope that some good 
might come from the demon- 
strations and peace rallies. 
They believe that the social 
injustices of the nation must 
be pointed out, even if it 
means "upsetting the sys- 
tem." 


In many ways, the young 


arc, more concerned about 
our future as a nation but 
they also offer fewer solu- 
tions than their elders. 


The most intense belief 


that America is a divided 
nation belongs to our minori- 
ties, especially .blacks. As a 
group, blacks feel that deep 
problems of prejudice con- 
tinue .to exist. If whites 
would accept blacks as 
equals and o f f e r a truly 
democratic 
society, the 


problems separating the 
/raeaa^couldJife-qaiokJi' re- 
solved, they bfelleVe! But 
they don't see how this can 
happen and they are pessi- 
mistic about America's long- 
term future in race relations. 


A very c o m m o n belief 


among black voters of vari- 
ous age and income groups 
is that white America is too) 
concerned about being num- 
ber one in world affairs. In- 
stead, they feel we should 
turn our attention homeward 
to solve our pressing racial 
problem. Only a miracle of 
sudden and complete racial 
equality and harmony can 
solve these problems and 
blacks don't expect it to hap- 
pen. Almost all blacks want 
social change. The young 
are militant about their de- 
sire for social change; their 
elders, however, exhibit 
more patience in waiting for 
change to occur. 


Thus, Americans, young 


and old, black and white, are 
looking for the same thing— 
a chance to work together in 
harmony for common pur- 
poses and goals. But they 
cannot agree on what those 
common purposes should be. 
Unless some national crisis 
unites us, or we elect a presi- 
dent who can create an ef- 
fective p r o g r a m for na- 
tional unity, A m e r i c a will 
continue to be a house di- 
vided.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


manner In which the govern- 
ment is promoting a planned 
•ale of three million silver dol- 
lars from the defunct Carson 
City, Nev., mint soon may lead 
to a showdown with coin deal- 
ers and, perhaps, investment 
bankers. 


Nobody's reaching for the 


guns as they used to in the 
IMOs when the dollars were 
minted. But tempers are flar- 
ing and some critics think the 
marshal, so to speak, should 
step in. 


That would be William Casey, 


chairman of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, which 
is empowered to regulate in- 
vestments and their promotion. 
The offender, the critics claim, 
is the General Services Ami- 
nistration. 


The GSA, say both coin and 


stock dealers is using huckster 
tactics that, if used by a pri- 
vate promoter, would cause the 
SEC to issue a cease and desist 
order. 


"What they're saying could 


never be put into a pros- 
pectus," said Milton Fisher, an 
investment banker.

of $30 each, the GSA has issued

"The Great Silver Sale," be- 
neath which is a statement 
from President Nixon about 
these "most valued remind- 
ers."

They are 
sound investments." 


Said Joel Coen, a coin dealer. 


"I ran a coin ad in the news- 
paper and used the word 'in- 
vestment' and the SEC jumped 
all over me. They told me to 
cease and desist, and I did, of 
course." 


Now, he said, "Lo and behold 


comes the government iself 
using the word." He and many 
other dealers are irritated, he 
said. "The government is not 
an investment adviser." 


Some underwriters who de- 


cline to become involved by 
name acorn what they feel is 
an abundance of romance ver- 
sus facts. "How would you like 
to have stock sold this way" 
said Fisher running his finger 
over certain phrases: 


-Collector's item. "Who said 


—Unique opportunity to own 


"How 
rare; they're trying to sell 
three million of them."
